leavying 07 thirty thouſand pounds ſterl. in the moſt equal and indifferent 
way that might be, in lieu and recompence fo2 the mony tcommonlycalled 
lapſed mony,Wwhict: 1% thereby diſcharged. And whereas in purſuance of the 
ſaid Act, Bis a jeſtie by his opal Letters. bearing date the firſt day 
of Feberuary 1674. did require and authorize” 13 the Z02d Lieutenant, 02

Actin Council, bearing date the ſeventh day of April 1676. did aſſeſs and im- 
poſe upon the ſeberal ZLands,tenements and hereditaments inaparticular 
thereunto annered. contained, that have been by virtue of the {aid Act re⸗ 
ſtoꝛed oꝛ confirmed to any fo2mer P2ov2ieto2s or theFopiſh Veligion, 07 
granted to any the Roman Catholicks of this Kingdom, the ſeveral and 
reſpective lums of mony in tie ſaid particular ſet down towards raiſing 
ofthe afeꝛeſaid ſumme of ti irtie thouſand pounds, the fame to be paid by the 
ſaid Pꝛopꝛietoꝛs and Roman Catholicks, their Feirs and aſignes reſpec⸗ 
tively, oꝛ tothe Receiver byte lai) Act appointed fo? that purpoſe, oꝛ their 
Deputy 02 Deputtes, iniu! manner as by the laid Act of Council doth 
appear. 

And wherea 3 the ſaid aſſeſſ nent doth now remain inthe hands of the 
Clerk ot the C9o:1ncil ofthis Kingdom, and is ozdered to be returned into 
Wis Majeſties Court of Exchtquer, there to remain as a charge won the 
ſeveral Lands, Tenement J and Hereditaments therein mentioned to 750 
intent that proceſs may iſſue there upon foꝛ ſuck ſums ot mony as ſhall 
not be paid at the dapeg and times therein mentioned, Which may diode 
inconvenient to leberal of $135 PHajeſties Subjects, incaſe timely nocice 
be not given thereof, to the ſeberal perſons whoſe Lands are charged with 
the laid payments, we have thought fit, therefoze hereby to givet his pub- 
lique notice to all perſons therein concerned, that the atozeſaid ſumme of 
thirty thouſand pounds is to be leavied and raiſed, accoꝛding to ſach rates 
and pꝛopoꝛtions as inthe ſaid Act of Council, and particular thereunto 
annered, are mentioned and contained, and to be paid by the ſaid t22mer 
Pꝛopꝛietors and Roman Catholicks, their Heirs and aſſigns reſpectively, 
unto John Bence Eſq; the ſurviving Receiver by the ſaid Act appointed, 
02 his Deputy, by four equal po2tions: the firſt payment thereof te be 
at oꝛ upon the 29th day of September, in this pꝛeſent y:ar one thouſeud ſir 
hundꝛed ſeventy lir the ſecond payment thereof, to be at 02 upon che zg rh, 
day of Maich, which ſhall be in the year one thouſand fir hundꝛed (dento 
ſeven, the third payment thexrcof to be at oꝛ uponthe 29:63 ay of Scprember, 
which ſhall be in the ycar one thouſand (ic hundꝛed ſeventy even and the 
laſt payment thereof to be at oꝛ upon the 25th Day of Narch, T9105 tall 
bein the year one thouſand fir hundzed ſeventy eighe, IT £7097 at! 
perſons concerned are to take notice.
